A few old fashioned Ilowers, a bit 
of shrubbery, some broken brick 
and two cedars, now mark the spot 
where stood until recent years, the 
oldest house of whith anything 
definite is known. The old bnod 
grass brick as it was called has long 
been a fatniliar object to the travel- 
er of tbe Greenville and Central 
City road. It wag blUlt by one 
John Keno of Virginia, who with 
his wife crossed tbe Blue Ridge, 
1807. lie was a school teacher, 
but why he left his early home and 
came to this undeveloped country is 
a mystery, lie taught schuoi al 
Nelson Creek and at the old lielle 
school house, long since fallen in 
ruin. His wife (Ucd fhortly after 
tbeir arrival 

Lonely indeed must have been the 
life of that old pioneer, of whom so 
little is known, when not engaged 
in training the young idea to shoot. 
.\t that time the Indian's hunting 
ground was not bereft of its game; 
squirrels played in the trees, "the 
wild fox dug his hole unseated and 
the rank thistle nodded in the wind.** 
The incidents which led to the 
arrival of Kli Korluey from Virgin- 
ia also, who settled the old Kortney 
place, three miles east of I'owderly, 
are more romantic than the imagiu 
ary romance produced by the aver- 
age novelist. Going back into the 
history of Virginia, the story begins 
when c;ne Ma/ir Scolt of revolution 
ary fame was in the war. At inter- 
vals during the nasjor's abaence, he 
sent money to his wife at home. .\s 
it was not always convenient for her 
logo to the office and get the money 
in person, a friendly neighbor kind 
ly offered his services, which were 
accepted. He got the money but 
kept it himself, in all be stole about 
1 1 800. He went into business as a 
merchant Aiih the money, but pos 
itibly fearing detection, he sold the 
store and invested the money in 
four tracts of land in Kentucky, t<iu 
of which were on the liig Clifty, anil 
the other two iu what is now Muhl- 
enberg county.

He built the house known as the Old 

Kortney place, which can still be 

seen through the shrubbery, from 

the Greenville and Centri^l City 

road. Mr. Fortney went to his 

father's home in \ ir^inia on a visit 

uuce, but bis wife never went back 

or saw any of her father's people 

again. 

Thirteen children were born to 
this remarkable union, six of whom 
arc living. The parents liveil to sec 
all of their children grown and inar- 
rieil. Mrs. l ortney died at the a^-e 
of 84 years and her husband was 
years of age mhtn he was called by 
the Grim Reaper. The l ortney 's 
were of putcb descent and tbe 
tscott's were Scotch. Inheriting the 
strength of mind and body from such 
pareuts it is small wonder that some 
of the wealthiest and most promin- 
ent citizens of Muhlenberg county 
are descendants of ihai couple who 
braved the dangers of travel in the 
early days of Kentucky's history, 
and with untiring energy overcome 
the difTicultics of pioneer life. 

The next additions to this vicinity 
w ere W. M. Eaves and wife, former- 
ly iiusan Cook. In an old leather 
bound IMble still in the Haves family 
this record is yet legible, though yel- 
lowed with age, Horn, Siusan Cook, 
Feb. 14, "1788; W. M. Kaves, Aug. 
IJ, 17.S7. ( )f the early history of 
this family little is known; however 
they came to this country from 
\i>rth Carolina when their lirst chi!d 
who was born in the year of 1815 
was still an infaut. Just where they 
located is not known, but one son 
William Eaves met, loved and mar 
rieil Chrisiine Tortney. a daughter 
of tbti aforesaid l uriuc)'s. They 
bought the old Redman farm the 
histiiry of wliit h has been lost in 
oblivion, save that John Kedniau 
was a Methodist preacher, and tbat 
liis wife died before he left this 
country. Whether his forefathers 
were realiy red men, and he inherit- 
ed the land frutu ihcm is not known.
